The new WWWFE king 
has erased the last blemish from 
the championship picture. Bruno 
Sammartino has fallen to Graham's 
superior skills. Wrestling fans will 
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now be spared the sight of this 
cluinsy fool flopping around the 
canvas like an epileptic whale. Of 
course, Sammartino broke the rules 
more often than anyone, but he 
lacked the guts to admit it. Best of 
all, Graham has spared us ever 
having to hear again Sammartino’s 
hypocritic sniveling about being 
true and righteous. Best of luck to 
Billy Graham, champion. It’s a pity 
his greatness will be exhibited 
before fans too stupid to appreciate 
him. 
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Harley Race rides herd over the NWA. He 
is another self-proclaimed rulebreaker 
in a championship position. 


Getting back to the point, it is 
clear rulebreaking leads to success. 
Of course, what | mean by rule- 
breaking is the desire to win at any 
cost. All wrestlers break the rules. 
The men the fans hate, the ‘‘rule- 
breakers,” do it with dignity. The 
fan favorites, the “‘scientific 
wrestlers,’’ break the rules, but 
they do it badly. To cover their

incompetence, they claim to break 
the rules only when goaded by their 
unscrupulous opponents. That 
nonsense wouldn't fool a horsefly, 
which explains why the majority of 
wrestling fans believe it implicitly. 
It's a great era in wrestling for 
the few intelligent fans who can 
appreciate the sport at its ruthless 
best. We now have champions out- 
side the control of promoters and 
commissions. Those who view the 
sport as the last bastion of inde- 
pendence must revel in these 
champions who listen only to their 
own commands. No longer will 
titleholders disgrace themselves 
by blowing to the whims of 
promoters and commissioners. 
Success breeds imitation, so we 
can rejoice in the knowledge rule- 
breaking will become the fashion. 
Scientific wrestlers with the least 
ambition will start to expand their 
repertoires, learning how to do 
maneuvers correctly for a pleasant 
change. New grapplers will no 
longer waste their careers being 
imitations of Bruno Sammartino, 
Verne Gagne, or Jack Brisco. The

Obviously, Ox didn’t kill me. After 
all, I'm still here. | was able to write 
this column. Nordid he yell, scream, 
rant, rave, or act insane. Indeed, we 
had a very. interesting interview, 
one of the best I’ve had with any 
wrestler in a long time. 

If a man is a rulebreaker, that’s 
his business. | don’t care. | only 
interview the man. And that is how! 
approached Ox Baker. 

| thought it would be better to talk 
away from any wrestling arena, so | 
selected this famous vacation spot 
for our interview. Ox seemed more 
relaxed and willing to talk. He hada 
lot to say. 


“There was a time,” he told meas 
we sipped our drinks, “when | did 
not try to alienate the fans. It was a 
long time ago. There was a time 
when | was not considered a 
rulebreaker, let alone a killer. | 
would be a liar if | didn't say that | 
enjoyed those days. | did. But things 
didn't work out exactly as | wanted. 


“You know, so much in wrestling 
is dependent on the fans. Don't let 
anyone tell you differently. This 
sport would not exist if it weren't for 
the fans. And they led to my ‘fall 
from grace,’ so to speak. Back in 
those early days when | was not 
considered a rulebreaker, the fans 
did not respond at all to anything | 
did. Nothing worse can happen to 
an athlete. He can tolerate being 
booed. But it is intolerable to be 
ignored. | certainly didn't like it. So 
| started breaking a few rules here 
and there, just to get some kind of 
reaction from the spectators. They 
responded. They began to hate me.” 

| was confused. Did Baker mean 
that he purposely wanted the hatred 
of the fans? 

“Yes, yes, yes! | wanted them to 


hate me. | just didn’t want them to 
ignore me. ‘Hate me,’ | told them. 
They did.” 

But could they like him now? He 
certainly is a force to be reckoned 
with in wrestling. No one could 
ignore him today. Why doesn’t he 
just return to the way he was 
originally? 

“You have a point there. Except | 
could never go back now. | took 
things a little too far. Remember, | 
did kill two people in the ring. And | 
don't regret doing that.” 

This | had trouble understanding. 
After all, only moments before, Ox 
had been almost sorry about 
becoming a rulebreaker. Then he 
said he had no regrets about killing 
two men. It seemed to reek of 
hypocrisy. | said as much to Baker.

Those two 
deaths | caused did more to advance 
my career than anything else | ever 
did. Eveyone began to fear me. 
People would cross to the other side 
of the street when they saw me 
coming. No one could afford to 
ignore me. The more this happened, 
the more | enjoyed it. | like being 
hated. | had fun being feared. 

“It would be impossible for me to 
change now. And | don’t want to 
change. | enjoy being the meanest 
kid on the block. And | no longer 
have to make any apologies for what 
| do. Everyone just accepts me as | 
am—rotten!” 

Wow. 

| stopped the interview right 
there. No more need be said by Ox 
Baker. He had said too much 
already. | had not anticipated that 
kind of response from him. No one 
could have. But he did give me one 
of the best interviews I've had ina 
long time. 

Baker was wrong about one 
thing: | really don’t understand him 
better now than | did before. No one 
will ever really be able to 
understand him. But if he wants the 
world to hate him, that’s fine with 
me. If that’s what he wants, and the 
fans agree, who am | to change 
things? Oo

He 
clearly dominated Funk, using some of 
his most brilliant maneuvers. It was 
difficult for Dory to continue. Only the 
thought of losing the belt kept Funk 
from submitting. 

With only a half minute to go before 
the final bell, Brisco launched his final 
assault, tying Dory up with a figure 
four grapevine. This looked like it just 
might do the trick for Jack. Dory was 
in great pain, and it did not appear he 
could continue. There were only 
seconds remaining. Using all the 
strength he had left, Funk resisted. He 
tensed his body up, refusing to allow 
his shoulders to touch the canvas. 
Brisco knew Funk could not keep this 
up for long. He only needed a few more 
seconds. Then he could win. 

But Jack was denied those extra few 
moments.

Funk were back where they had 
started from many years before.

whereabouts, but none of them 
were verified.

For a while, it appeared Terry would win this match (above and below). But this was not 
destined to happen; the battle ended in a draw. Terry's comeback trail will now be even 
longer than it was before. 





an overwhelming desire to win, and 
this need was stronger than any 
fears they may have had. In very 
little time, a ferocious battle was 
taking place. It was more violent 
than any of their previous 
encounters. 

Terry's strategy was obvious: He 
wanted to repeat what he had done 
against Jack Brisco when he won 
the title. He tried desperately to put 
Jack in a figure-four leglock. But 
Brisco knew what was happening. 
He sensed Funk’s desire, and he 
knew exactly how to counter it. 

For close to an hour, these two 
veteran wrestlers battled with 
reckless abandon. They both were 
highly aware of exactly how 
important this match was—even 
though no championship was 
directly at stake—but neither man 
could clearly gain an advantage.

We can 
bid farewell to such mediocrities 
as lvan Putski, Chief Jay Strong- 
bow, Mr. Wrestling II (and Ill and IV 
and V), Bobo Brazil, Dusty Rhodes, 
and a host of other losers. No one 
will regret their passing into 
oblivion, no one except fans too 
stupid to know better. 

This will be wrestling’s golden 
era. | see grapplers, smart enough to 
know which way the wind blows, 
able to earn more than $500,000 a 
year. New and better wrestlers will 
come to take the place of those too 
incompetent to change. Wrestling 
will attract athletes who formerly 
thought of going into football, 
basketball, hockey, baseball, and 
boxing. It will be the premier athletic 
event. 

The only thing jeopardizing this 
glorious future is the commis- 
sioners and promoters. They might 
not like it when their lackey fan 
favorites get beaten all the time. 


After all, they don’t want inde- 
pendent wrestlers running the 
sport. The scientific wrestlers are 
so easily handled. 

Therefore, to protect their 
dictatorships, the commissions may 
start to crack down hard on the 
rulebreakers.

The current 
champions may find themselves 
shackled by official hampering.

The problems evolving from a 
championship match between Ken 
Patera and Harley Race are 
enormous. First—and probably 
most important—Ken is now in the 
WWWE. Harley is NWA champion, 
and it is his belt on the line. Patera 
has an exclusive contract with 
Albano to wrestle in the WWWF. He 
has no choice to do anything else. 
Legally, Lou Albano practically owns 
Ken Patera. And it was through 
legal dealing that Albano cost Ken 
the championship of the NWA. 

When Ken was offered a chance 
to wrestle for the NWA title, he 
jumped at the opportunity. A title— 
any title—means a lot to Patera. He 
was determined to win. But he 
made one major error. He did not tell 
Albano about the offer. He just went 
out on his own and signed for the 
match. He mistakenly thought he 
could keep it a secret from his 
manager.

But nothing stays a secret from 
Lou Albano, especially when one of 


his wrestlers is involved. Hours 
after Patera had signed the contract 
for the match, Lou knew every 
clause, paragraph, and stipulation 
inthe document. He was furious. He 
had other plans for Patera, none of 
which included the championship 
of the NWA. If Ken won the title, Lou 
would lose all rights to manage the 
wrestler. This did not please Albano 
in the least. 

Albano decided to make a small 
trip to the commissioners of the 
NWA. As politely as he could (which 
is no easy effort for a crude fellow 
like Albano), he explained to them

they could not allow Ken Patera to 
be champion of their association. 
He had Ken under contract, and he 
was not about to void that document 
for anyone. Even if Patera won the 
belt, he would have to give it up 
immediately. After several 
consultations with their own 
lawyers, the commissioners 





agreed. But they forget to tell Patera 
what had happened. 

In the meantime, Ken went on not 
knowing what his manager had 
done. He trained intensely for his 
match against Race. He was 
determined to win. And he fully 
expected to walk away from the 
match with the belt. He was sorely

disappointed. 

Several unexpected things 
happened in the match between 
Patera and Race. For the first timein 
a long time, the spectators were 
cheering for Ken. And he rather 
liked it. It had been a long time. Ever 
since he had changed hisstyle, fans 
had booed him continually. This 
time, however, it was Race, not 
Patera, they wanted to see go down 
to defeat. They had their wish. 
Patera’s strength was too much for 
Race to overcome. A bearhug did in 
Harley Race. 

At the end of the match, everyone 
thought Patera was the new AWA 
champion. Suddenly, Lou Albano 
appeared out of nowhere. He 
gingerly stepped into the ring, trying 
to avoid Patera. He announced to all 
present that Ken could not take the 
belt. He had seen to that. Moments 
later, an NWA official also entered 
the ring and confirmed what Albano 
said. Patera was furious. The belt 
should have been his. Now he was 
being denied the honor on legal 
technicalities. He stormed out of the 
ring and back to his dressing room. 
Albano tried to follow, but he 
decided it would be better to wait 
until Ken had a chance to cool 
down. 

However, Patera was still furious. 
He refused to speak at all to his 
manager for two weeks. A third 
party had to negotiate a truce 
between the two men to get them 
even speaking again. Rumors-have 
been flying around that Ken is 
looking for someone else to manage 
him. He wants out of his contract 
with Lou Albano. But those close to 
both men say eventually Ken will 


relent and make up with his 
manager. After all, Albano can 
make Ken a lot of money, and 
money talks. 


Albano cost Patera a champion- 
ship, and that is very hard to forgive. 
But even more important than that, 
Ken still remembers how the fans 
cheered him the night he wrestled 
Harley Race. He may want to hear 
those cheers again. But if he stays 
with Albano, that will be impossible. 

No matter what happens, there is 
going to be friction between Lou 
Albano and Ken Patera. This trouble 
could be very costly to both meni 
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WWWE depends on it.” 

First, there was silence. Then, one 
reporter began to applaud, Another 
joined. The clapping built until 
every reporter was on his feet, 
applauding with almost religious 
fervor. They knew the man who 
stood before them wasn’t destroyed 
by fate or Superstar Billy Graham. 
The ovation was for a legend 
untarnished by defeat or setback. It 
was offered as a tribute to the man. 

When the ovation subsided, there 
came the questions. Some were 
tough, some were almost rude. 
Sammartino handled them all like a 
professional. He knew they were 
borne from the fans’ right to know, 
so no question was too tough. 

“Before you lost the title,” 
someone asked, “there was some 
talk about retiring. What about 
those plans now?” 

Bruno was quiet before 
answering. This was obviously the 
one question he didn’t want to hear. 

“1 don’t know what the future 
holds,” Sammartino admitted, “1 
didn’t plan on losing the title, 
especially to Graham. | think if I’d 
been defeated fairly, the wrestling 
boots would have been hungon the 
wall for good. | could use the 
vacation and time to attend to my 
other business interests. But | can’t 
leave while a cloud hangs over the

sport. | won't retire until Billy 
Graham has been defeated.” 

“What if someone besides 
yourself beats Graham?”’ 

“As long as Graham is beaten 
fairly and with dignity, | don’t care 
who owns the belt. If one of my 
friends wins the title before | do, 
that’s wonderful. The main concern 
is not my success but the fate of the 
WWWF title. | could retire happily 
knowing the title was in good hands, 
say if it was owned by Ivan Putski or 
Chief Jay Strongbow.” 

“What if someone you didn’t 
respect won the title, like Ivan 
Koloff or George Steele?” 

“First, | respect these men, at least 
as dangerous opponents. However, 
| don’t feel they have the dignity to 
own the WWWF title. | hope not to 
retire until the belt is in good hands. 
But I’ve learned enough notto try to 
predict the future.” 

There were other questions and 
other answers. But the real 
questions, the ones hanging over 
the assemblage like a cloud, 
couldn’t be answered by anyone in 
the room. Will Bruno Sammartino 
be able to take back his title? Will 
Superstar Billy Graham force him 
into retirement? Will the legend of 
Bruno Sammartino be destroyed by 
one failure in the peak of his great 
career? 

Only the future can provide those 
answers.
